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THE DOMINION-PROVINCIAL CONFERENCE 


It la not easy to aasaaa the findings of the 
Dominion-Provincial Conference at Ottawa, for 
thoir implications lie in the lap of futurity. Much 
of what Is proposed deals with unemployment 
relief, and in this respect the municipalities are 
to be given consideration, or, in other words, 
thsy will not be expected hereafter to bear so 
great a proportion of the burden as they have 
in the past. Possibly, too, the cost of administra¬ 
tion of relief wifi bl HRMt through the estab¬ 
lishment of a Federal Unemployment Commission. 
That Indicates centralization of a Sort, though the 
local relief executives will continue to exist. The 
proposal for a census of uhemployed and unem¬ 
ployable Is not very clear. The number of unem¬ 
ployed is known To find those who are unem¬ 
ployable will be a difficult task, for beyond those 
physically or mentally incapacitated all are able 
to work. It is problematical If anything will be 
gained by a census of this character. 

There is no agenda prepared for amendments 
to the British North America Act. A constitu¬ 
tional committee la to study this subject, which 
indicates an indefinite postponement of any ac¬ 
tion. A point of great interest, however. Is a 
proposal to define the respective powers of the 
Federal and Provincial Legislatures In the matter 
of taxation. If that results In ja reduction In 
taxation authorities and a clear delimitation of 
the field for sources of taxation, It will have 
accomplished something worth while. The Con¬ 
ference, however, did nothing to suggest that 
the people as a whole are going to experience 
taxation relief, and there was a hope that some¬ 
thing in this direction might have been done, 
Inasmuch as such relief Is so necessary to In¬ 
crease opportunities for employment. Indeed, It 
seems that in no direction Is there to be taxation 
relief, except In the case of gold mining com¬ 
panies- 

There are to be uniform company laws for the 
Dominion at some time In the future, and the 
Dominion and the Provinces are to share equally 
in the cost of constructing the trans-Canada 
highway and essential feeder roads. The most 
interesting recommendation of all arising out of 
the Conference is that of the Federal Loan Board, 
or Council, that would control and supervise pro¬ 
vincial borrowings. That is something very nec¬ 
essary, and essential for the preservation of 
Canadian credit. There Is no finality about this 
proposal. It is to be studied by a special com¬ 
mittee, inasmuch as some opposition to the 
scheme arose at the Conference. The only defi¬ 
nite conclusion to be reached from the findings 
of the Conference Is that the people need not 
expect any particular benefits to accrue to their 
fortunes as a whole. What legislation may do 
towards economic revival is infinitesimal com¬ 
pared with what people can do for themselves.

It has been said that Canada is an 
insignificant factor when- it comes 
to matters of peace and war, for she 
haa but an insignificant military 
force and merely the fragment of a 
navy. Yet we have read somewhere 
that the most disruptive bomb 
dropped during the war was de¬ 
signed and made in Canada. That 
missive was not loaded with pow¬ 
der, but It exploded and smashed 
the whole fabric of the plan of the 
League. When Hon. Ernest La¬ 
pointe declared that an embargo on 
the exportation of oil had not the 
sanction of the Canadian Govern¬ 
ment, but was merely an expression 
of an irresponsible individual opin¬ 
ion. he declared to the world that 
In the matter of sanctions the Brit¬ 
ish Empire was divided in opinion, 
and the natural and immediate 
repercussion was division of opinion 
in tha councils of the League of 
Nations and renewed determination 
on the part of Mussolini to pursue 
his scheme of conquest to a con¬ 
clusion. *

The truth is apparent that 
throughout all the discussions re 
gardlng what course should be pur¬ 
sued in the hope of arresting the 
course of the dictator, France has 
been neither hot nor cold, merely 
tepid. The Government of Britain 
was earnest in Its policy—at least up 
to a certain point—but Prance could 
not be kept in line exoept by 
pressure.

Gospel Discovered 

In Egyptian Sands

Hyland's Library, Manchester, Ponnenne* Oldest 
Bit of New Testament Manuscript Known, 
Written on Papyrus Sometime in First 
Half of the Second Century

A LITTLE bit of brown and brittle papyrus, smaller than 
a postcard, that haa been rescued from the arid sands of 
Egypt, ia thought by Engliah scholars to be the earlieat 
fragment of any part of the New Teatament and probably the 
earliest witness of the existence of the Gospel by St. John. It 
is at least 200 years older than the vellum manuscript of the 
Codex Sinaiticus, now in the Britiah Museum, for which the 
British Government, assisted by subscribers the world over, 
paid half a million dollars. 


The sands of the Nile Valley were 
discovered fifty years ago to be a 
veritable Oolconda of literary treas¬ 
ure. Twenty centuries of <Urt were 
shoveled back to uncover the rub¬ 
bish heaps and garbage pits at 
Fa yum and the site of ancient 
Oxyrynchus. Here the explorers 
came upon the books, pamphlets, 
letters, documents and manuscripts 
that were collected In the Egyptian 
homes of the Graeco-Roman era. 

It was the curious characteristic

DISCOVERED A YEAR AGO 

Less than a year ago the story 
was told In these columns of the 
discovery of part of what was ap¬ 
parently a fifth biography of Jesus. 
This was found In the collection of 
papyrus material stored In the 
British Museum by Dr. Idrto Bell, 
the librarian, who noticed, as he 
was sorting out the leaves and parts 
of leaves of papyrus, the letters I E. 
which was an abbreviation common¬ 
ly used at that time for Iesous, or 
Jesus. His attention arrested, he 
found that stories and sayings of 
Jesus, hitherto unknown to the 
Christian ehureh, were there given. 
The fragments were not extensive, 
but they pointed to a new biography 
of Jesus. 

The fragment Is called the “Fifth 
Oospel ’ or the “Unknown Oospel.” 
and Is held to have been penned not 
later than 150 A.D. the original of 
which. It is considered, might have 
been written as early as 110 A.D 
These fugitive bits of ancient paper, 
as they lie in the glass case In the 
British Museum, are. In the eyes of

The body must adjust, not only 
to changes In the outside environ¬ 
ment, but also to those changing 
conditions which occur within the 
body.

Thto was the explanation of the Manchurian 
bandit problem given to me by Lieut -Colonel. 
Kenji Dot harm, the Japanese soldier who has 
been described as the “Colonel Lawrence of 
Manchuria.” 

Although It la four years since the Japanese 
military machine smashed the valiant Chinese 
General Ma Chan-ahan at Tsltathar. hordes 
of bandits calling themselves Chinese volun¬ 
teers are still fighting the combined Japanese 
and Manchukuo troop* In the northeast 
These volunteers, however, have been split 
up into groups whose activities are mainly 
indistinguishable from those of bandits. 

Menace Confined 

A LTHOUOH crops have been poor for the 
paat two yean, the bandit menace is 

now confined mainly to the north-eastern 
section of the country. In Manchouli. snug 
up against the Soviet border. I waa allowed 
to drive by car without a military escort over 
the grassy, roadless steppes, while at Haller 
I was allowed to ride a horse out over the 
steppes with a Mongol guide to see villages 
and temptos toward the Outer Mongolian 
frontier. Permission for such ventures would 
never have been granted a year ago, but now 
the officials consider It safe 
When I met Chang Ching-hut. the Premier 
of Manchukuo. in Hslnklng. the capital, he 
told me that before 1931 there were ap¬ 
proximately 300,000 bandits in Manchuria, 
not including the soldiers who carried on 
looting, while today there were leas than 


Some of the banditry doubiieet has a polit¬ 
ical motive, though Iqipartial foreign ob¬ 
servers discount the Chinese claim that many 
of the bandl(s are "patriots” working to dis- 


only indication is that when victims of sev¬ 
eral nationalities are kidnapped by bandits, 
the Chinese and foreigner* are treated com¬ 
paratively well, but the Japanese are fre¬ 
quently tortured, murdered, maimed or 
mutilated. * 

Races and Creeds 

O N top of this comes the complex problem 
of many races and creeds. Chang Yen- 
chlng, the Manchukuo Foreign Minister, 
pointed out to me that there are some twenty 
tribes, races, and creeds now living under the 
Manchukuoan flag, making the oountry a true 
“melting pot” of Asia. 

"It Is not possible.” he said, "to read their 
hearts and know Che quality of their loyalty, 
and there has yet been no opportunity for an 
acid test of their fidelity to Manchukuo 
There is still a vestige of mistrust among 
these various peoples, but such feelings are 
rapidly disappearing When I first took office 
as Foreign Minister, my life was constantly 
In danger. Several attempts were made to 
assassinate me. and I was called a traitor to 
China. But during the past three years there 
has been g remarkable change. The people 
are beginning to understand our true motives, 
and now I may go about my business without 
fear of the assassin’s weapon, and there Is a 
lessening of the fear, suspicion and distrust ” 
About Japan’s military aid. the Foreign 
Minister said: The Manchukuoan soldier 
must be trained on modern lines, and without 
Japan's aid at this time Manchuria would be¬ 
come another outer Mongolia, a mere Soviet 
puppet State." •

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Sound Reproduction on 
Newsprint Paper Is 
Newest Invention 


Ji Qood Book—A Qift of Lasting Qualify 




A METHOD of printing aound records on 
ordinary paper or newsprint has been 
devised by the Companle Funadore Potolipto- 
lono, 8 A. Buenos Aires, and was demonstra- 
ler by their London representative. Oeorges A. 
Rublssow, Mount Royal. Marble Arch. London, 
West, last week. 

The records are made by wrapping a photo¬ 
graphic film, measuring about seventeen inches 
by twenty inches, round a cylinder, which can 
be rotated by any desired means. During this 
rotation a narrow strip of the Aim Is exposed 
to the light from a photo-electric cell or 
cathode-ray oscillograph, the illumination be¬ 
ing controlled by the sounds transmitted to a 
microphone, which Is connected through the 
usual amplifying circuit. This beam of light 
is arranged to move along the axis of the 
cylinder, so that a series of lines of records of 
the sound variations are obtained on the Aim. 
Each Une occupies a depth of about one-six¬ 
teenth-Inch. The negative thus obtained can 
be used to make a printer’s block In the same 
way as in ordinary Illustration work, and 
this block can. In turn, be -employed to obtain 
reproductions on separate sheets of paper or 
on one or more pagsa of a newspaper. 


How If It 

F OR sound reproduction, the sheet bearing 
41* record Is wrapped round a similar 
cylinder in the receiving apparatus and Is ex¬ 
posed to a narrow and highly •concentrated 
light beam from any convenient source. This 
light is. In turn, reflected from the record on 
to a photo-electric cell or cathode-ray oscillo¬ 
graph. the Intensity of the reflection being de¬ 
termined by the lines on the record which are 
exposed to the light as the beam traverses and 
the cylinder revolves. The variations In cur¬ 
rent thus obtained are ampllAed In the usual 
way and can be used to operate an ordinary 
loud speaker. It U claimed that there la no 
difficulty in obtaining sufficient light for the 
purpose from an ordinary sheet of newsprint, 
provided the surface of the cylinder Is highly 
polished. Stray ink. pencil marks or creasing 
of the record do not. it 1* said, seriously affect 
the quality of the reproduction. The results 
obtained at the demonstration in question ap¬ 
pear to bear out these claims. The records 
ran also, it is stated, be printed on any paper, 
though their life la. of course, determined by 
the quality of the latter. 

Automatic Operation 

I N both the transmitter and the receiver the 
cylinder carrying the record, the light 
source with Its lens system, and the photo¬ 
electric cell, art mounted on carriages which

French Engineers Will Try 
Moving a River 

T HE gigantic task of moving a river to 
make way for an aerodrome Is facing 
French engineers. 

The mouth of the Var, a large river near 
Nice, la to be completely diverted so that an 
aerodrome can be built where its waters have 
flowed out to the sea for countless centuries. 

For some years the mouth has been grad¬ 
ually ailtlng up, and a delta has been form¬ 
ing under the surface of the water. 

It la propone d to move the river bed 300 
yards to the west, so that the delta becomes 
dry land. On this will be built an Important 
aerodrome. 

The moving of the river will also obviate 
tha grave danger of flooding which threatens 
villages on its upper reaches. At present, 
owing to silting, the water cannot flow into 
the sea fast enough to prevent vast quantities 
of water gathering In threatening masses up¬ 
stream. 

The new bed of the river is to be made silt- 
proof.

uid follow the coastline to the south¬ 
west, you will perceive several' inlets 


Dingle Bay, Kenmare Bay and Bantry Bay. 

For beauty of scenery they are not to be 
surpassed In any country that I have ever 
seen, and for sport— fly - Ashing for salmon, 
sea trout and brook toout—enough to satisfy 
the most fastidious. 

After passing across the Atlantic, the warm 
Gulf Stream strikes this southwestern point 
of Ireland, which divides It, one portion flow¬ 
ing north along the west coast snd on to the 
roast of Scotland, the other being diverted 
towards the English Channel 

The effects of the Oulf Stream upon the 
products of nature In this favored area must 
be seen to be appreciated, geraniums, pela- 
goniums, fuchsias, etc., all In full bloom in 
mid-Winter. 

The inhabitants, tenant farmers and their 
farm hands In thts I m mediate district around 
Dingle Bay for years past had been a happy.

A Peaceful Region 

I NTO this peaceful region came the profes¬ 
sional agitator, about whom Sallust wrote, 
hundreds of years ago. “who. having nothing 
themselves, seek, by stirring up trouble, to 
obtain the goods of their neighbor." These 
people came along holding meetings, telling 
these ignorant rustics: "You’re a down-trodden 
race; stand up and be men. the land to yours; 
don’t pay any rent, we’ll deliver you from 
these English ruffians; pay no rent, hand It 
over to us to put in our war chest,” and so on. 

The result of all this was, Paddy did not 
pay hto rent. Did he put It in the war chest? 
Molagh,” said Paddy, ” tto safer in me own 
brlches pocket." 

At the time I speak of. the Gladstone Act 
nstahllahlng Gourta was -being .adminis¬ 

tered. Under this Act. any tenant could apply 
to the Court to have hto rent Axed. A Com¬ 
missioner would visit the farm, make a valua¬ 
tion. the Court would Ax the rent. The Courts 
were sitting all over Ireland, and the rents 
were being cut in or about thirty per eent. 

Lord H-owned a great many square miles 

bordering on Dingle Bay. Messrs. Darley and 
Roe were hto agents, and when they found 
that the tenants had Joined the “No Rent” 
movement, they notified the tenants that If 
they would go into the Land Court and have 
their rents Axed, hto Lordship would pay all 
the costa. 

This they refused to do. 

The only alternative was to evict the whole 
lot, and aa each man gave up p oss e s si o n put 


him back In possession as caretaker,* at the 
same time telling him that the landlord would 
pay all expenses if he went to the Land Court. 

Wkoieuk Evictions 

M R ROE went down to carry out the pro¬ 
gramme. The Nationalist paper had 
large-print headliners; ”Atrocities at Olen- 
beagh,” "Wholesale Evictions.’' The English 
papers also took It up. The Illustrated London 
News had a picture showing a number of half- 
naked children on the side of a road and their 
parents, also scantily clothed, all looking at. 
a biasing house. ‘ Shocking Barbarity at Gien- 
beagn Evictions" was the title. E. 8. Darley. 
who was an Intimate friend of mine, sent for 
me and asked me to go down as a disinterested 
outsider and take notes each day “of what 
occurred. 

I arrived at Olenbeagh Hotel on a Sunday 
afternoon.

I registered as Mr. Douglas, and confided to 
the landlady that 1 was a friend of Mr. Roe. 
She then told me that she had paid her rent 
but would not take a receipt, as it might leak 
out. and If It was known, “sure I’d be ruined, 
they’d boycott me." she said. I assured her 
that I was “mum." 

I adjourned to the lounge, a large/comfort¬ 
able room, where several men sat around, 
members of the Fourth Estate. I surmised. 

I addressed one who seemed the most ap¬ 
proachable and asked if he was a member of 
the press. 

“Yes," he replied. “I represent the -" (1 

forget the name of the paper). 

I told him I had been asked to come and 
take notes of what was going on as an out¬ 
sider who had no interest In the business, and 
that if he and hto brethren of the press would 
kindly assist me. I should be forever obliged. 
They were ail around me then, ao* I aug* 
grated an adjournment to the bar. 

Digging for News 

A ri’ltR having duly "bathed our lips,” I 
told my new acquaintances I would look 
up Mr. Roe and see if he would tell me hto 
programme for the next day, and would let 
them know the result. 

Roe and hto wife had a private suite, and 
found everything very comfortable. The next 
day they were going to a place about four 
miles out. He had an outside car engaged for 
himself and Mr. Huggard, the sheriff, so there 
was room for me. 

I met my friends of the press In the lounge 
after dinner.

Making Plant Food With 
Waste Vegetable Matter 


T HE observation has bgen made by trav¬ 
elers in Hc/land that the Dutch are 
more interested in improving the soil 
than they art In cultivating the plants, writes 
A. M. Davis in The New York Times. This 
nt might well be applied to good gar- 
eri In any country, because it is the good 
gardner who spends his time and energy in 
building up his soil, so that the plants natur¬ 
ally take good care of themselves 
In other words, healthy plants are the best 
assurance of success with garden flowers. 

The gardener's problem Is to improve his 
soil as he gardens with what he has available, 
so that his plants will grow in vigor and 


While It Is well known that old. decaying 
barnyard manure is one of the most satisfac¬ 
tory materials with which to Improve a soil, 
any one who lives in or near a thickly popu¬ 
lated area realizes that It Is almost Impossible 
to procure that type of enricher. Therefore. 
It becomes necessary to look for something 
else. 

Compost Is available to any gardener who 
wishes to take the time to prepare 1L There 
Vi nothing better than compost for building up 

a i 

I 


lected spot, say four by four feet square, the 
leaves are piled to a depth of about eighteen 
inches. Then on top of the leaves is spread 
an inch or two of loam, garden soil the edg¬ 
ings from a driveway or any material of that 
type which can be procured around the garden. 

Add Fertilizer 

A FTER this dressing has been put over the 
leaves, a generous sprinkling of a com¬ 
plete “3-8-7" fertilizer, which is an ordinary 
standard garden fertilizer, is added to the pile. 
It is also well to add a small amount of ground 
raw limestone. < Hydrated lime is net used, 

as it has a “burning" effect) Another layer 
of leaves is now- put on the [ 
layer of soil, then some more chemical ferti¬ 
lizer. 

This process is repeated until the pile has 
reached a height of spproximately five feet. 
For a pile five feet high xnd four feet square 
100 pounds of garden fertiliser is ample to 
cause the breakdown of the leaves. With this 
much material twenty-live pounds of ground 
limestone may also be used as the pile is 
built up.

It is 
true that they are present In small amounts 
only, but the fact that they are present and In 
a soluble form is one that should not be over¬ 
looked.

Poultry Puzzle Solved by 
Research Workers

fEWLY-HATCHED chicks with unusually 
short and shaky legs have been a puzzle 
to poultrymen. 

Now poultry specialists of the United States 
Department of Agriculture have found that 
short-legged chicks often come from eggs laid 
by confined hens, which receive feed lacking 
satisfactory protein concentrate*. 

They found that not all meat meals furnish 
the proper kind of protein supplement for con¬ 
fined breeding stock. Several diets which con¬ 
tained meat wuai ^s th* #pie protein supple¬ 
ment caused the hens to lay eggs from which 
short-legged chicks hatched. At the same 
time, normal chicks hatched from eggs laid by 
hens receiving different kinds of meat meals 
as the only protein source. 

Oreen grass, milk, and some meat meals 
contain the factor necessary to prevent these 
short-legged chicks. Rations for confined 
breeding stock, the spec is lists advise*, should 
Include milk, alfalfa leaf meal, and cod- 
liver oil.

Garden Week 
by Week 


Mr NORMAN W. P. RANT. FRH3 

T HERE are several garden chores which 
should be attended to now before it to 
too late. The exceedingly open weather 
we have been experiencing to more or less 
conductive to delaying matters of importance 
in the garden and which should not be put 
off too long This is the time to get at them. 

Beds of lily of the val)gy should be taken in 
hand. If the beds have become crowded the 
plants should be lifted and replanted. A little 
care is necessary in trimming the plants. .Cut 
away the unnecessary length of the pips or 
crowns, leaving the steins about four inches 
long A very shady position should be chosen, 
and the crowns set out in lines about twelve 
Inches apart and a few Inches between the 
rows If the soil to heavy it can be Improved 
by the addition of leaf mould. If the beds do 
not need disturbing they may be Improved by 
a light top dressing of soil and short manure. 

Dahlias whose growth to Injured by frost 
should be cut down and the tubers lifted and 
stored In s frost-proof place. 

The blue salvia (salvia patens) should be 
lifted and the roots arranged closely together 
In boxes, sprinkling soil between the roots. 
Although both these plants may come through 
the Winter unharmed it to not wise to risk 
losing them. 

Some Pruning Essential 

C ERTAIN pruning should now be carried 
out. Buddleias should be pruned by 
cutting back the old wood to pro or three eyes 
from the base. Ceanothuaew should have any 
extra vigorous shoots cut back Virginia 
creeper should be clipped hard. Clematis of 
the Jackman! type, those that flower op the

current year’# wood, should be cut back to 
within two or three feet of the ground, while 
those that flower on the old wood should have 
the shoots thinned out a little, care being 
taken to see that they are well secured to 
wall or trellis, ss the case may b# 

At this time of year there to work to be done 
in the rock garden. It will be found that 
many of the stronger growing plants are be¬ 
ginning to get out of hand. These will need 
cutting back, and in some cases, dividing, so 
as to prevent them from ousting their smaller 
companions. Some of the pockets will be all 
the better for some fresh soil, and the whole 
will be improved by a top dressing of fine leaf 
mould and sand. 

Subjects like the mossy saxifrages should 
have sand and leaf mould <in quite a dry 
state) worked into and between the growths, 
as these are very apt to grow away from the 
ground. Unless this precaution to taken the 
plants will die In the centre and soon become 
anything but things of beauty. 

Look Out for Slugs 

L OOK out foe slugs in the rock garden now. 

Hand picking Is hard work, but the surest 
way of getting rid of them. When one to 
found pick him up and put him in a tin of 
salt and water. By keeping at it you will con¬ 
trol them within reasonable bounds. 

In the fruit garden, ground should have 
been prepared and planting of fruit trees 
should be well on the way. The aim should 
be to keep the roots as near the surface as 
possible, so that they may be under control. 
By pursuing this system the trees have the 
advantage of s comparatively warm, well- 
aerated rooting medium. 

They can be fed as required from the sur¬ 
face. and the effect of any continued dry 
weather can be countered by top dressing snd 
watering Holes, twelve to f ifte e n Inches deep 
are enough and the bottoms of the holes 
should be fiat or slightly convex. They should 
be sufficiently wide ta admit of the roots being 
stretched out at tall length. Cut away any 
damaged or diseased roots and shorten any 
extra long bare roots. If some virgin soil can 
be mixed tn with the excavated soil so much 
the better. Stone fruits will be greatly helped 
by mixing a moderate amount of lime rubble 
with the soli. Tread the sotJ in well when 
tn Stake, tie and label each tree and 
finish off by applying top dressing of rather 
light manure.

The records of a dairy herd ta 
New York State, for example, show the dam¬ 
age done by such a sire. This bull had eleven 
daughters in milk when the Bureau of Dairy 
Industry made a study of their dams. The 
study showed that only one of the eleven 
a higher milk producer than 
The oth er ten were not so .good as 
their mothers It will be years before the un¬ 
fortunate dairyman can rid his herd of the 
destructive influence of that chiseler.

T HOUOH rye to of little relative impor¬ 
tance in America. It to a grain of con¬ 
siderable importance in many parts of 
the world The grata to used both for human 
and for stock-food, and the entire plant for 
soiling and. occasionally, as hay. It also rinds 
a place as a cover-crop and green-manure. 

the demand for thk straw for bedding 
horses to considerable. In all botanical rela¬ 
tionships. manner of growth, etc., the grain to 
very like wheat. However, the straw to much 
taller in rye than in wheat, ta some cases 
reaching a height of seven feet on fertile soils. 
The heads of rye are rather longer and much 
more slender and compressed, and the glumes 
are so firmly attached that little chaff to 
lormed In threshing. 

Rye makes early growth in the 8pring snd 
t h row s tip a flower shoot in much earlier sea¬ 
son than wheat, but matures only a little 
earlier. Rye to most hardy and very seldom 
suffers during the Winter in the West, where 
snow may not be counted on. 

D- Candolle states that the original home 
of rye was between the Austrian Alps and the 
Caspian Sea. The O reeks were not acquainted 
it. and the Roman writers in the time of 
J spoke of it as a new plant grown by the 
barbarian tribes which they had conquered. 

Its? on Fertile Soils 

I T to true that rye will make a fair growth 
on soils that are too light snd thin for the 
successful growing of wheat or barley, and 
this has tended to crow d the crop off the more 
fertile soils, until rye and buckwheat may be 
looked for on soils, that will grow little else. 
However, fertt* sqIIs are Just as essential for 
the best crops of rye as for other grata. 

The high value of the straw is the only 
factor which makes it advisable to grow rye 
on soils which are naturally well adapted to 
wheat, but the fact remains that considering 
the yield of grain and the high value placed 
the atraw. rye often'to'fibtte as remunera¬ 
tive as the other cereals. 

As has been said rye will often make a crop 
where other cereals fail, but the farmer should 

Building Up a Farm File 
That May Be Handy in 
Many Emergencies

« « T RAN across a good article on that the 
1 other day. but I can’t find the paper It 
was in.*’ How often one hears such a remark. 
A horse takes colie; a binder knotter gets out 
of order; a construction problem to presented. 
There to any amount of help ta print if it 
could only be found. 

Over twenty-five years ago when first con¬ 
fronted with the necessity of rinding answers 
to thousands of questions yearly, the writer 
hit upon a simple, adaptable system which to 
Mill in use and 1s now employed on the Do¬ 
minion Experimental Sub-Station at Beaver- 
lodge. 

Several cardboard boxes of cheap manilla 
envelopes were purchased, one for each de¬ 
partment or group of questions, for example, 
livestock, veterinary, poultry, bees. farm, 
garden, legal, etc. When a useful article was 
found, it was clipped and inscribed with the 
date and name o( the paper and the name of 
the author. It was then slipped into on en¬ 
velope. on U* upper left-hand edge of which 
was written the subject, such as "Breeding 
Crate.” "Ringbone." "Spavin” “Straw Loft for 
Poultry House." "Oreen Manuring,” "Vegetable 
Varieties." “WUl Probating," or whatever It 
might be. 

Arranged Alphabetically 

WTITHIN each box or department the en- 
W velopes were arranged alphabetically, 
and since care was observed to write the sub¬ 
ject with the most suggestive word first, eg.. 
“WUl Probating," an item on any particular 
topic could be very quickly found by thumbing 
the edge* of the upright Fmrelopes even after 
the encyclopedia had grown to large dimen¬ 
sions. Sub-grouping sided this, for ta time 
- “Livestock" was sub-divided into "Livestock, 
Cattle. "Livestock. Sheep, ’ "Livestock. Oen- 
eral,” etc. Each box hsd Its contents indi¬ 
cated by large print *n the end. thus Livo- 
-slock. Cattle. AJf7 H a box contained more 
than one group, each group was indicated by 
a raised carboard tab. One might commence 
with a single box of clippings alphabetically 
arranged, and sub-divide as the material accu¬ 
mulated. 

One great advantage of the system to its 
adaptability. It never becomes overgrown. If 
two or more dippings on the same subject are 
taken, they may both or all go ta the one en¬ 
velope. If ta time some early article may be 
superseded by a more complete and up-to-date 
one, the old one may be readily discarded. 

A scrapbook becomes cluttered in spots while 
vacant on other pages. The envelope file may 
be divided and sub-divided without trouble. 
It may be expanded or contracted to any ex¬ 
tent ta any direction It to handy and may 
sometime save an animal s life. 


observe about the same fertilizer scheme for 
this crop as for wheat. Light applications of 
phosphoric erid do not only furnish an essen¬ 
tial for the best growth of the crop, but also 
stiffens the straw and makes It possible to 
harvest the crop. 

In the rye sections of the country it to cus¬ 
tomary to sow seven or eight pecks of seed 
per acre, placing the seed one to two and one- 
half Inches deep depending on the soil. When 
the rye to sown early, it Is sometimes pastured 
in the Autumn snd still furnishes a good crop 
of grain the following year. 

Is Difficult to Harvest 

A S the culms of ry* are so long and slender. 

a heavy crop to almost sure to lodge, and 
its harvest attained with difficulty. It should 
be cut snd bound ss to wheat. In some cases 
the grain has reached such a height that it is 
alm<*4 Impossible to cut it with the binder, 
but then it may be possible to do the cutting 
on only one or two sales of the field, and going 
back and repeating the process. As no grain 
to more likely to mildew in bulk than rye 1L is 
essential that It be thoroughly dry when cut. 

■ As rye straw to often used far an especial pur¬ 
pose. care should be exercised that it to not 
broken In threshing or its value may be lost. 
This quality of the unbroken straw to so im¬ 
portant. that It to often threshed with the 
flail even when that Instrument has disap¬ 
peared for ill other purposes. Long, clean, 
dry straw will usually sell for a price equiva¬ 
lent to the price of the best hay. A ton of 
rye straw per acre to accounted a fair yield, 
but yields of straw much better than that are 
often attained along with from twenty to 
twenty-flv« bushels of rye. 

Rye con sti tut es a bread for many of the 
inhabitants of Europe, but ta America It to 
used as food for animals. As the grain to low 
in protein and high in carbohydrate* it has 
not been particularly recommended for dairy 
cattle. Rye flour carries some of this protein 
in the £pfm fllLgJliten. but. the bread made 
from it is exceedingly dark. Though this 
black bread is not often seen in America its 
nutritive qualities are known, and the bread 
greatly liked by some of our people.

many. The professional hatcher can Increase 
orders by being able to supply exactly what 
customers want. The egg farmer can save tn 
labor, food and equipment by irfreining from 
rearing cockerels, and It to said that greater 
uniformity and higher quality are obtained 
among the pullets through being segregated 
from the cockerels. The man who fattens 
cockerels can also bring them on much quicker 
by knowing of their sex st an early stage snd 
bringing them up apart from the pullets. 

“Another and very important point to the 
possibility of being able to cull at an early age. 
After considerable experience the aexer to able 
to eliminate birds that will in all likelihood be 
unsound organically for breeding purposes. It 
to sn acknowledged fact that where a bird to 
organically unsound It to often a disease car¬ 
rier. Some of the chicks are indeterminable 
as regards sex at the day-old stage, and ta a 
high percentage of cases these prove to be or¬ 
ganically unsound if killed and post-mortemed. 
The eminence ta the vent, which to the thing 
1 poked for ta determining the sex. gives the 
clue to unsound birds. This in itself can rep¬ 
resent a tremendous saving.**

Eggs From Fast Working 
Hens Hatch the Best 

A FAST working hen not only lays more 
eggs than the loafing hen, but her eggs 
usually hatch better. 

Hatchabthty, the United States Department 
of Agriculture has learned, to closely linked 
with high egg production It found that eggs 
which remain In the hen s oviduct and uterus 
twenty-four to twenty-seven hours before they 
are laid are more likely to hatch than there 
retained longer. An egg's hatching qualities 
apparently are affected by the hen’s body 
temperature when they remain ta the body 
more than twenty-seven hour* Eggs Incubated 
In an incubator at a temperature of lift to 187 
degrees Fahr.. the hen’s normal body tem¬ 
perature. seldom hatch. When kept warm by 
the sitting hen. eggs never reach the same 
temperature as the hen s body 
Lazy hens which lay. say two days a week, 
often keep the eggs ta the oviduct and uterus 
as long as thirty hours before laying them On 
the other hand, the tests show hens which tor 
six days s week seldom retain the eggs more 
than twenty-eeqen hours.

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T HE glory of our evergreen forest* U that 
they never bear that desolate appear¬ 
ance that mark* the deciduous trees In 
their period oif leafleasnesa. It is true that 
these have their beauty of delicately etched 
branch and stem systems seen against chang¬ 
ing sky or in the oak that rugged tortuousness 
of strength that speaks of generations of 
wrestling with Aeolus, god of winds. But 
when all else Is reduced to the sadness of 
greys and browns the evergreens cheer us with 
their defiance of Winter, as they bear their 
banners of verdancy proudly towards what¬ 
ever adversity may bring. Perhaps it was 
*ome sense of this that led so many of the 
Scottish clans to choose as their badges ever¬ 
green trees and shrubs such as the pine, the 
ltolly. the Juniper, the gorse. the broom, the 
heather and the heath. 

Thus even on a December day a walk 
through our forest la full of cheer as well as 
of interest. The flowers of Spring and Sum¬ 
mer are gone and for the most part no vestige 
of the plants that bear them remains visible. 
But there are some whose leaves are evergreen 
s’* the great tra® above them and thus «Te m t n d 
us of departed joys” that unlike those of the 
poet will most surely return Here, for ex¬ 
ample. just as we enter the forest path is a 
pyrola plant with shining green, round leaves 
poised on crimson stalks whose dye will appear 
next midsummer in the flower stem and Its 
inverted cups hanging one below the other. 
And all along our way except where the shade 
becomes too dense or the path descends into 
the damper hollows we shall see the twin- 
flower. the great Carl Linne's favorite plant 
end the one that bears his name, trailing its 
thread-like runners with their small toothed 
leaves down the earthy banks. It Is the 
sweetest perfumer of our sunnier forests, fill¬ 
ing the air with scent that may be detected 
long before the flowers themselves are In sight 
It Is interesting to note that this plant and 
certain species of pyrola that Inhabit some of 
our forests on this Island are found all round 
the northern hemisphere. Pyrola secunda, 
found on the middle slopes of our higher 
mountains like Mount Arrowsmith. was met 
by Hooker high up in the Himalayas, and 8ir 
Charles Lyell of geological fame saw the twin- 
flower growing In the shade of wild magnolia 
trees at their northern limit In Massachusetts. 

Old Style Trees 

O UR pafh nms seaward from the Jordan 
River road, which means that the flora 
differs from that in the vicinity of Victoria, 
where we have a lesser rainfall. In the Sooke 
woods the coniferous trees Include not only 
cedar and hemlock, but spruce, and these In 
addition to Douglas fir. In dry. gravelly 
places lodgepole and mountain white pines 
grow, the Utter having come in during the 
last fifteen or twenty years. Along our path 
It Is the spruce, hemlock, cedar and flr that 
form the chief part of the forest. As com¬ 
pared with the deciduous trees represented 
here by alder and maple these evergreens may 
be described as living fossils, so much greater 
U the antiquity of their family lice and at 
much elder U the fashion of their growth. 

It must be remembered that all conifers are 
not evergreens^ the larch, or tamarack Is an 
exception, shedding its leaves with Winter's 
approach. Nor are all evergreens conifers: 
here In Southern Vancouver Island we have 
the arbutus, whose unseasonable shedding of 
leaves is a trial to those few hous eh old e rs who 
are at once lovers of tidiness and possessor* 
of one or more of these trees. Their peculiarity 
of leaf-shedding we notice more than that of 
the conifers, because the leaves of the latter 
are so small and narrow that we call them 
•’needles.** and their Summer shedding Is con¬ 
sequently less conspicuously untidy. 

The conifers are traceable back through the 
earth’s history for many million* of years. 
The araucarias, or monkey-puzzles, of our 


front lawns appeared In the Jurassic and arc 
therefore contemporary with the oldest vol¬ 
canic rocks on Vancouver Island and with the 
great wall of granite rock that forms our 
Coast Range. In the Cretaceous, the age of 
our Nanaimo coal measures, our common na¬ 
tive genera of the Pacific Coast are well rep¬ 
resented by pines, cedars and firs, and these 
have been able to more than hold their own 
with their new competitors, represented by the 
paks. maples, alders, willows and other com¬ 
mon deciduous trees of our northern country¬ 
sides. Conifers still form the bulk of our 
northern forests and. passing south, persist on 
the higher mountain slopes. Even the arau¬ 
caria exists as a forest tree in the Andes of 
'Chili. 

A Primitive Type 

T HE antiquity of the conifers Is seen in 
their structure, which is very simple in 
comparison with that of the broad-leaved 
trees. And this simplicity of structure has 
had an important economic significance, for It 
has led to the distinction between ‘'hard'* and 
"soft” woods. The conifers have a primitive 
type or water-conducting system, consisting of 
long, narrow cells with pointed ends and thick 
walls, provided with small valves to permit 
water to pass from one to the Other. Theae 
ceils comprise nearly the whole of the wood, 
and because of this uniformity the timber Is 
even and easily .worked and split. 

From a botanical point of view, this struc¬ 
ture. with Its dominance of a type of water- 
conducting ceH not adapted to thpld flow of 
water from the roots to the leaves, is particu¬ 
larly interesting, because it is related to an¬ 
other prominent feature of the conifers gener¬ 
ally. namely, their needle-shaped or icale-llke 
leaves. Theae, it will be readily seen, art of 
the same general form as those of plants lu¬ 
ll* biting dry places: they are very narrow, to 
that a very small surface is exposed, to the air; 
the active working cells inside the leaf are 
covered with a Jacket of closely packed cells; 
and the minute breathing-pores are sunk be¬ 
low the general surface. To this must be 
added that the roots are much less abundantly 
supplied with root-hairs—those delicate organs 
that seek water among the minute particles of 
soil. Thus, neither taking in much water nor 
freely distributing what is taken In. the coni¬ 
fers are In their structure and functioning old 
style trees, furnishing a curious parallel to , 
those flowering plants and trees known as 
; jberophyU» . or drought-lovers. These, how¬ 
ever. are examples of adaptation to environ¬ 
ment. while the conifers are simply continuing 
their ancestral type of structure and organisa¬ 
tion The result is that the parallelism extends 
to the conditions under which both conifers 
and some of theae xerophytes live. 8uch con¬ 
ditions may be those of very dry soil or of cold 
wet soil, and in either Instance it Is not un¬ 
common to find both conifers and xerophytes 
together. The reason why these two opposite 
poles, as they seem to be. of soil conditions are 
chosen by plants of xerophytic structure is 
that between the two conditions there Is really 
s fundamental rr cmblancr The water In 
cpM aotb or in swamps and bogs Is not easily 
absorbed by plants, partly because of its low 
temperature and partly because of the poverty 
of oxygen, but chiefly because of the presence 
-iter of acids which so affect the foots 
that their action in taking In water is seriously 
impeded. In other words, there exists In 
swampLS and bogs a condition of physiological 
drought, reminding us of Coleridge a lines: 

"Water, water, everywhere. 

Nor any drop to drink.” 

Because of this kind of drought, plants such 
as the Labrador tea, kalmia and swamp cran¬ 
berry have their leaves turned backward at the 
rdges and their breathing pores protected by 
felted hairs or by waxy deposits, and the leaves 
themselves are small, narrow, and often leath¬ 
ery in texfure. A very Interesting local exam¬ 
ple of association of plants of this kind may 
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A BIT Of WEST COAST FOB 1ST 


be seen at Lost Lake, or better still, on the 
Rlthct farm, where with them will be found 
the lodgep<^e pine, usually regarded as char¬ 
acteristic of dry, gravelly uplands, but here 
growing in a cold, wet swamp soil. 

The larch on the dry hillsides of the Okan¬ 
agan and Columbia Valleys, matching in the 
gold of Its Autumnal ne:dles the clear bright 
yellow of the aspen poplar, is a surprise to one 
coming from the other side of the Rockies, for 
there the larch, commonly known as tamarack 
it usually an inhabitant of peaty bogs or 
ismarark swamps.’’ . The Eastern and Weal- . 
em larches are two distinct species however, 
and neither of them quite indulges in the ex¬ 
tremities of habitat characteristic of the lodge- 
pole pine. 

Ltavcs by Hit Wayside 

T HE soil of th? forest path Is bordered by 
falling needles, which, lying there in the 
moisture, have a bright red color, heightened 
by the shining green of the salal leaves. But 
where the alders Intervene there is a marked 
change in color, for the alder leaves do not 
develop in their period of ripening the yellows, 
browns and reds of other deciduous trees, or 
at least, in such minute quantities as to pro¬ 


duce only a modification of the Summer green. 
The resulting color is a dull olivaceous tint, 
quiet and unobtrusive, harmcnixing with the 
grey days of the season, but seen most agree¬ 
ably when the Winter sun shines through the 
bare alder tops into the valley of the small 
stream our path in places follows. 

The alder Is orv? of our trees that links our 
Pacific Coast with the British Isles. There the 
alder Is a very luniliar tree, and it has left a 
mark of its Importance and frequency of its 
occurrence in place-names in which it is often 
disguised by the various local and colloquial 
forms of ’alder.” Thus we have Alderton. 
Allerton, Ellerton. Oiler ton and Orleton, to 
which we may add many names compounded 
or combined with “car.” which denotes “a 
grove or wood In a hpliow or valley.” Dis¬ 
guised under the Irregular spelling of the good 
old days, the alder cars appear In legal docu¬ 
ments as valuable properties, for at one time 
the timber of the alder was held in high repute 
for many purposes, ranging from the making 
of clog* to the manufacture of waierpipes. 
Medicinal properties like those of quinine were 
aLso attributed to It. Today In our province it 
is becoming important in the eyes of forestry 
experts because it Is our only abundant hard¬ 


wood. and the merits our forefathers attributed 
to its wood will yet reappear in our furniture. 
It Is worth remembering, too. that aider had a 
great importance for piling, and was used ex¬ 
tensively for that purpose in Holland and in 
Britain. It Is said that the celebrated Rialto 
bridge at Venice stands on alder plies. 

With the evergreen salal. referred to in its 
contrast with the red needles. Is to be placed 
the nerved berberis. or Oregon grape, not very 
plentiful, but contributing the color of lu pale 
green leaves, here in the partial shade un- 
tiuched by those red and purple shades that 
come in sunnier spots. It differs from the 
holly-leaved Oregon grape that grows about 
Victoria in having its veins spring from the 
base of the leaflet instead of being placed one 
above the other on the opposite sides of the 
mid-rib. It never attains the height of the 
holly-leaved Oregon grape, but remains a low 
shrub not more than a couple of feet or so tall 

Dye Plants 

M ANY of the occupants of the forest, be¬ 
sides contributing their share to the 
general scheme by their external color, possess 
properties otherwise concealed that have made 
some of them valuable In simpler states of 
as sources of dyestuffs. The i^mi/vk 
tree, for example, has In Its bark a red color¬ 
ing matter, and where this tree Is used, as It is 
at Port Alice, for the manufacture of paper 
pulp, great care has to be taken to exclude all 
bark, even in the smallest quantity: otherwise 
the, pulp would be dyed red. The root of the 
Oregon grape has been used by the Indians to 
produce a beautiful yellow dye, Just as In 
Europe our own ancestors, with the berbena 
root, dyed their woolen articles the same color. 
The alder also gives a red dye. 

But still lowlier plants than these affect the 
color of the forest in Winter. The minute 
microscopic one-celled plants In millions dif¬ 
fuse over the bark of the trees and the old 
fence boards and poets a tint of broken green: 
these plants are allied to the similarly one- 
celled ones that are the cause of the phenom¬ 
enon known as ‘‘red snow ” on our mountains. 
Then, of larger siae and more arresting ap¬ 
pearsnee are the fungi, of which a few still are 
to be found, their palmiest and most plentiful 
days being in the warm moist days of Autumn 
and early Winter, before the rains are broken 
by sharp frost. However, a few have come up 
lately with the milder weather, and not only 
are there the coarser bracket-fungi to be seen 
on the old trunks and stumps, but hosts of 
what look like fairy cape hung to dry on the 
bark. They are of a delicate creamy white, 
and in substance like Jelly. The stem leaves 
the host-trunk horizontally and then curves 
upward so that the cap keeps its true position 
and the spore-producing gills within are pro¬ 
tected from the weather. Then there are 
ground fungi, much brighter in hue than tfte 
skin of an orange. 

Lichtns in Color 

T HE lichens form another interesting con¬ 
tribution to the color of the woods at this 
season. Along our particular path there is 
not. however, anything like the abundance or 
the number of spacias to be seen In some tracts 
of forest. However, we have some, their colors 
chiefly pale yellowish and bluish green, colon 
that are modified largely by the texture of the 
surface. Notable among them are the flat 
lichens which adhere closely to the bark ot 
trees, sometimes silvery green, sometimes of 
darker tints, for these greatly modify the color 
of the woods by' their presence. Especially on 
decaying stumps are to be met with the up- 
right-growing cladonias, two kinds of which at 
least are known as trumpet and cup lichens 
respectively. One of these Is well known to 
everyone who takes an interest in the lower 
forms of plant We. I mean the one with bright 
scarlet growths about the edge of the cup. re¬ 
sembling sealing-wax. Another kind has a 
brown growth in the same position. When in¬ 


sect* are about, they are attracted by theae 
conspicuous colors, and alighting, pick up on 
their feet and other parts the microscopic 
spores and thus spread new growths of the 
lichen, much as they do the pollen of flowers 
In the work qf cross-pollination. A branching, 
eladoma. five or six inches high, the reindeer 
moss, to give it its common name, occurs once 
along our path In an open space. 

Again, as we saw in relation to the berberis, 
the lichens hare been used by our ancestors to 
provide materials for dyeing Among the 
Highland clans various kinds of lichen, or 
’ crotal," were used for the colors in their tar¬ 
tans and elsewhere These were yellowish 
brown, crimson, purple, red. scarlet and •yel¬ 
low. Other colors, a* well as shades of those 
enumerated, were produced from various 
flowering herbs, shrubs and trees. 

The lichens were long a puzzle to botanists, 
but in the middle of last century a German 
scientist named 8chwendener proved conclu¬ 
sively that lichens are compound plants, so to 
speak, or consist of two kinds of plant living 
together in relations which are sometimes de¬ 
scribed as being mutually helpful, but which 
he preferred to express in terms of master and 
slavas. These are his words "As a result of 
my r e s e a rc hes, all these growths are not simple 
plants, pot individuals in the usual sense of 
the term; they are rather colonies which con¬ 
sist of hundreds and thousands of individuals, 
of which however only one acts .as master, 
while the others, in .perpetual captivity, pro¬ 
vide nourishment for themselves and their 
master This master is a fungus of the order 
Ascomycetes. a parasite which is accustomed to 
live upon the work of others; its slaves are 
green algae which it has .“-ought out. or indeed 
caught hold of and forced into its service It 
surrounds them, as a spider does its prey, with 
a fibrous net of narrow meshes, which is grad¬ 
ually converted Into an impenetrable covering 
While, however, the spider sucks its prey and 
leaves it lying dead, the fungus incites Uw 
algae taken into its net to more rapid activity, 
nay. to more vigorous increase.'' The algra. 1 
may add. are microscopic green one-celled 
plants such as those I have already spoken of 
as coloring the bark of trees by their numbers. 

Salmonberry Bush 

T HE salmon berry bushes look more forlorn 
almost than any other inhabitant of the 
forest along the path. The sudden frost and 
wind of October's end hindered their leave* 
from ripening and normal fall, so here they 
hang bedraggled and shapeless, in their watery 
translucency like the ghosts of Summer's past. 
But when the Spring weather comes they will 
be the first of theae forest underwoods to break 
into flower, deep rose-pink blossoms like roses 
of crinkled silk. We are here at the entrance 
to the real talmonberry country, which steadily 
improves flu in the Jordan River valley the 
fruit reaches its largest proportions In size and 
abundance. The patches of bracken have not 
that pale coppery color that Is theirs when in 
more open places they are dried by sun and 
wind. The damp of the woodland path not 
only makes them a dull and sodden brownish 
grey, but* takes away the crispness they show 
by the highway. The maple leaves occasionally 
met with where the parent tree has succeeded 
in Insinuating itself Into some open spot are 
de epene d in color by wet and become as tawny 
a red for the most part as the needles sur¬ 
rounding them. Trunk and branches are green 
with mosses to whom the Winter reason, with 
Its rain, belongs in partnership with the licor¬ 
ice fern, or polypody, that often nestles among 
them on the maple branches. The great sword 
ferns, which give In places almost a tropical 
richness with their luxuriance, are evergreen, 
and their fronds will not wither tUl next 
Summer. 

Below us the little stream goes tumbling in 
white foam down the last long gully to the 
sea. and ahead the forest open* out upon the 
Straits and the cloud-shadowed Olympics. 


Airman U)ho Soared 14 Miles Into Stratosphere

■R w T HEN Captain Albert W. Stevens, in- 
\\ trepid United States army airman. 
* * recently soared fourteen miles into 
the stratosphere In s seeled gondola, with 
Captain Orvll A. Anderson, he climaxed an 
amazing career of exploration above the 


FOr nearly twenty years Captain Stevens has 
kept busy delving into the mysteries of the 
loftiest pistes possible to visit by airplane. 
He has invaded, studied and photographed the 
higher altitudes more thoroughly than any 
other living man. .-r* - - • 

Many times his lust for high flying has 
taken Mm perilously ctose to death. But be 
learned to accept danger calmly during thf 
World War. and since has held his life in 
his hands so often he no longer tingles to the 
feel of It. 

Cited for Bravery Twice 

A N active role in aerial reconnalsance over 
St. Mthiel and Chateau Thierry prepared 
Stevens for his future toils as the foremost 
scientist In Uncle 8am s Air Corps. Twice he 
received citations for bravery. 

When. In 1M1. lie reported for duty with 
the air corps at McCook field. Dayton, be did 
not waste much time in establishing himself 
sa a reckless adventurer. Less than a year 
afterward, with Leigh Wade as pilot, he flew 
33,804 feet above the earth In a twin-motored 
Martin bombing ship. Then. Just to feel how 
It felt, he Jumped out and parachuted to the 
ground, establishing a world record. He was 
up so high he didn’t land until thirty minutas 
after he had "balled out" 

Most of his dose calls came during attempts 
to "shoot" aerial photographs from heights 
almost equal to the sub-stratosphere In 1938 
he went aloft to 37.300 feet with Lieut. Jimmy 
Doolittle. At that level he succeeded in snap¬ 
ping a picture. Before the ship could be 
brought down, however, the flyer s supply of 
oxygen ran out and both lapsed Into aemi- 
ronvrfemsness. Their plane drifted for several 
minutes until It reached a lower level, where

' safely.' ' ~ . 

Plane's Controls Freeze 

yOT long after that, in company with 
Pilot St Clair Streett, Stevens was tak¬ 
ing picture* 37.854 feet up fa record for two- , 
man flight', when the plane’s controls froee 
At the same time the gas tanks went dry. 

In this predicament the ship flo u ndered 
around out of control rr.d Anally landed near 
JtushvlUe, Ind, seventy miles from Dayton,

whence they had started. Both pilot* were 
unhurt. 

Piloted by Lieut. Walter Hinton, navy flyer. 
Captain Stevens photographed and mapped 
1.000 mjles of unexplored Amazon River ba*ln 
In 1924 for the Hamilton Rice expedition. One 
day in attempting to take off from an inland 
river. 150 miles from the base camp, Hinton 
struck a submerged rock, splitting the hull of 
their hydroplane. 

He and Stevens were 

with the crippled ship for eleven days while 
making repairs. When Anally they reached 
the base camp again, they found the expedl- 
tton s chief had given up hope of them 

Captain Stevens’ first love Is aerial photog¬ 


raphy. and it Is In this field that he has made 
his greatest achievements Possibly of all the 
pictures he has taken is one snapped while 
flying above the Argentine pampas in South 
America. His subject, was a range of moun¬ 
tains 287 miles away. The resultant photo¬ 
graphs are the only ones In existence which 
clearly show the curvature of the earth. 

Focuses Camera by Compass 

stranded on a sandbar T)RIOR to this South American adventure, 
foreleven days while 1 8tevens photographed Mt. Rainier. Wash¬ 
ington, from a distance of 227 mile*, focussing 
Ms camera with the aid of a compass because 
he could not see the peak. 

Pictures of cities taken from lofty altitudes 



are among the most prized In Stevens’ col¬ 
lection. One of these is of Dayton, showing 
almost the entire city (nineteen square miles' 
taken from a height of six miles. He also has 
taken pictures of San Francisco from 22.000 
feet in daylight, and of New York City from 
23.000 feet at night. 

Stevens’ brilliant work has not gone unre¬ 
warded. In 1029 he was awarded the Mackay 
trophy for outstanding air corps achievement 
for the year, and in 1034 received the Distin¬ 
guished Flying Cross. 

What he will do next is hard to say. For 
•two TWITS M* heart has been art upon the 
stratosphere hop recently completed. Ap¬ 
parently there are no new fields left for him 
to conquer. But doubtless he’ll And one. He 
hasn't run dry of material for fifteen years, 
and his recent exploit with Captain Anderson, 
an equally Intrepid man. probably has merely 
increased his imagination and his hopes If 
so, the scientific world will benefit even 
further.
